It {8 with the keenest pleasure that we have
tead the inaugaral address the Hon.
Lucios Fainomino, Governor of Wiscomsin
delivered by Lim at Madlson on Monday |ast:
It is a frank and noble utterance of sound
Union sentiments, in which none of that
equivocation and non-committalism which I3
now, alas | too popular, is to be found. In his
paragraphs are found no negatives for evil,
but positives for good, He does not say that
such o course ought not to be pursued, he
frankly says what line of conduet should. It
is a manly utterance, and one which, coming
at the present time, will have a beneficial
effict on the popular mind. It s a radical
address—one in which those views which are
Leing agitated and supported by all who de
gire 10 avold future Southern ascendancy are
warmly advocated; one which affords in its
tone a reflex of popular sentiment in reference
to the foture stalus of the Hebel States and
the trial of Jurrursox Davis, Some time
since we advoceated the inmediate trial before
a military commission of the Hebel chief, We
favored the court-martial because we believe
that in a elvil court he would not be convieted.
Governor FAincminn savs that, “Not until
JEFFERSON DAvia shall bave been tried,
convicted, and hung for treason, and the fact
that treason is a erime, which cannot be com-
mitted with impunity, shall have thus been
fully demonstrated, will the American people
be content.”

Heros, then, 12 a clear. onpen demand for the

trial and execution of JErrenson DAvisa—
a demand which will be echoed by the press
andspeople of the entire North., Should he
not be snortly punished, those who favor le-
niency will find that they will stend opposed
not only to that very powerful body known
es the Radicals, but also to many of those
who are to-day supporting the mald policy,
believing that vengeance wil be exceuted on
Lim, the head and Tront of Southern offenders,
When it is found that the purdoning power
which is beine extended to the minor Rebels
will also include the chief—that no example
will be made whereby treason may appear
both dungerons and odious to posterity, the
great mass of the Northern people will rise as
a unit and repudiate a doetrine which enn en-
compass within its merciiul folds oue who
ling violatod every pledge and torfeited every
claim to sywputhy, respect, or hife,
" The other issue of the future, the proper
policy of recoustruction, s discussed in the
address with a slmilar freedom to that applied
to tbe trinl case. The mensures which we
have been advocating for months are to-day
demanded by cur Western coadjutor in the
cause of national progperity. It is with satis-
factlon that we find these views, which have
had but lew exponents among the Stute oflicers,
taken up by an Executive ol a great Common-
wealth, and sent ac lightning speed over all
the land. BSpeaking of the questionof liberty
in the South, he says:—

‘I now devolves upon us 1o see to it that free
dom so established shall be something more thau
nere name.

“Speclal enagclments amust be passod for the
benetit of the freedman, to proteet him against
the oppression of his late master, He should be
admitted npon the witpess stand and in the jury
box, and be made to feel that he is a man, n
vested with and protected in all the rights o
n.anhood, ¢

“1n veconstructing the States lately in Rebel.
tion, it secms both necessary and proper that
smple evidence bo required upon their part that
they are disposed 10 yvield & ready and wililng
ohedience to the Constitution and ths laws,

“With these conditions lalthiully earried out,
and whh the recessary Congressional enact-
mente for the full protection ot the Union men,
white and black, the people will be glud to
admit those Ftates into full communion with the
Unlon, aud welcome them with open arme"

Such 18 the true doctrine of the Radicals,
It we could bring ourselves to believe that
the safery of the Union would mot be endan-
gered, and the freedom of the blacks impe-
rilled, by the readm’ssion of the Southern
States without sufficient guarantees, we
would open our nrms and receive them with
joy, forgetting all their erimes in the past and
treating them only a8 brothers in the cause of
future American gieatness, But when it is
our conseient’ons conviction that by con-
signing to oblivion the past we risk the great
issues gained by thoe war, and violate onr faith
to the freedmen by abandoning them to a fate
as cruel and unjust as that of the slavery from
which they had escaped, we must protest
ageinet a system which will be ruinous to the
nation and dishonorable to ourselves. It is
for this reason that we favor those views and
those reagons so ably advocated by the occu-
pant of the Gubernaiorial chalr of Wisconsin,
Even bad we disagreed with all his views, we
would atill have praised the frankness with
which he expressod them. What our country
needs just now is not g0 much ability as It is
honesty.

There are but two opinions. One o favor
oi the reeeption of the South with open arms,
the other In favor of mensures which will act
as a pledge to the ‘nture fulfllment of our
national laws iv the Southern States. Those
who favor one plan hinve had thelr arguments
already expresscd jor them by the leading
Democratic orutor: (hose who support the
other bave bad thelr coutiments expounded by

stch men as ConrFax, Strevaxs, aad their
Lke, What Is needed, we rapeat, is not so
much ability as it ls leankoess ; and It {8 there-
tore with no commaon antisfaction that wo have
read the address of Governor Fargomnn, If
we had but a few more such utterances, the
true feeling ol the people would become evi-
dent, and the Presldent have the advantage
of perceiving the popular mind The course
at present belne pursued I8 not noecessarily o
final one, and should it appear that not only
is the South treacherous and ungrateful, but
that the great mass of the North s dissatis-
fled, n« we belleve it 1=, We douht not that Mr.
JonxsoN would take snch steps as would
rectily the present illogical relative position
which the Rebel and loyal Commonwealbhs
bear to ench other, The Rebels, no longer de-
flant, would be prome fu the dust, and the
loyalists dictate terins of forgiveness, aud nol
have them demanded by defeated traitors,

Will the Freedmen Work?

Tax Southern papers and Southern planters
have been coutinually telling us that the
freedmen are a lazy, worthless, idle set of
paupers, who expect that liberty moans indo-
lence, and freedom implies exemption from
work as well as from the whip. They state
that the black is only fitted for an inferior
place in the social scale, and that unless urged
on by the taskmaster he will bask in the sun
| and live by theit and petty crime. All these
arguments are used as an extenuation for the
severity and oppression to which the negro
bhas been subjected im the past, and are in-
tended to pave the way to a future systom of
compulsory labor under a form of' peenage of
which we spoke & few days since.

We have always maintained that the pie-
tures of the Southern black as delineated by
tieir Iate owners were, and very naturally
too, unreliable, That, indignant at the con-
vulsion which had overturned all their precon-
celved views o! the African, they would not
allow Lim any of those qualifications which
belong to him as a man, and took all the
credit tor industry fromn him, by assigning as
a reagon the continuel goad kept in him by
the owner. We have always thought this
mort unjust, To condemn a man without giv-

ing him a trial is iniquitons, “Let him have a
start in lire,” have said, ‘ then if he fails
abuse him as you plense, but cot until he has
tniled after a rull opportunity.” From recent
advices we have come to confident that
when an openiur Is made for bim, the black
will work, it justly paid, as well as any white,
and that when free, and laborieg for himself,
he will do fur more than waen compelled to
lahor for fear ofthe lash. The evidence far-
nished by the late Rebel General G. J. Pio-
1.0W, in a letterto General O, 0. HowARrDb,
is of the greatest lmportance, as his position
as one of the leaders in the Rebellion,
whose whole object was to make slavery as
eternal as the hills, will prevent any aecu-
sation of undue favor towards the freedmen.
He says:—

we

leel

“1t affords me pleasure to inform vou that I
bave been successful beyond the most sanguing
swpectations in engaging labor for all my plan-
tations in Arkansas and Tennessee. ave
nlready congaged about 400 reedmen, and have
tull contidence in muking a success of the work.
I have given in all cases the freedmen a part of
the orop ol cotton, and [ atlow them land for the
euliivition of vegotables anad corn for thelr own
nee without chavge therelor, I could bave en-
eaged 1000 laborers f I had needed that number.,
M+ brotler. who adopted my plan of work. sucs
otvded in enguging laborers for three places he
s working.™

Here, then, 15 a case n which a tair chanca
was aiven to the treedman, and he was found
to labor well, to be an industrious workman,
and one wlo justly merits a recognition ot
his fidelity to a just employar, The system
adopted by General PiLnow affords a double
inducement, for by a fair amount of wages
he feels that he is well paid, and by giving
him an interest in the fruits of his exertions
another incentive s added, What is true in
Arkausas will be found equally so in all the
South., It is beeause In South Carolina and
the Gulf States a miserable, unjust, and in-
adequaie rate of compensation has bheen
adopted that the [reedmen are unwilling to
work. Treal them fairly, and we will vouch
for their behaving well in return, There will
be exceptions, but, from a close aequaintance
with the black's disposition, we warrant that
gratitude and fidelity will be the return which

In the
meantime he sald that it was the duty of the
colored race to elevate ltselfl by a proper
course of lite—by being difigent in business,
and practising thriit and industry in their
sphere of life. This is sound and practical
good sense, and if General PALMER'S views
are carrled out the future o! the negro will
not be so complicated as we now Imagine,
Care and caution will remove many of the dif-
ficulties which beset the question, and make
it one which statesmen fear to haundie,
